Subject van berm in Berlin on 15 May 1899, the son of 
Brano RUDLOFF, by profeenlon engineer, and his wife Margaret®, 
ate VSKKICH, and is by confession Protestant* He graduated 
£ in 1<H7» nt the age of 18, from the Friedrich-Werdersche Ober~ 
mlatnll, and in the sane year he entered the army as Fahnen- 
junker with Plonier Bn 17. In 1919 ho was discharged from the 
mm unit ns Lieutenant. From 1919 until 1927 RUDLCFF served 
with various aereantile enterprises, first as apprentice and 
them as anployi. Bros 1927 until 1930 he was an independent 
salesman, and in 1930 he applied for a position ns office em- 
ploys with the Coapanla Geaerale de Obras Publicas (GEOFli) in 
Buenos Aires, n branch of the German firm Philipp HQLZMMH A.G. 

I. ARGENTINA 

Zn the year 1930 RUDLOFF was sent to the Argentine by the 
Philipp BOLZMABV AG, and there he was first employed as con- 
structional bookkeeper, later an business manager of various 
esmstzuetlea offices in Buenos Aires and vicinity, in the Cor- 
dilliere near VeBdosa, and in Olavnrrla, South Argentine. Bis 
duties wars, in the beginning, simply bookkeeping, compilation 
•f lists and calculation of payrolls. Later, he set up monthly 
balance reports, took charge of orders and procurement and the 
9 supervision ef stocks of material on hand, and represented the 
CIBR concern in projects undertaken jointly with other organ- 
iMtiCM* Finally, he took over the entire department concerned 
with the larger constructional projects. 

Neither before nor after 1933» according to RUDLOFF’ s own 
statement, was he approached by any agency whatsoever to ac- 
complish say missions not concerned with his own work. By this 
he means that he had no intelligence affiliations while in 
South America. 

About the political situation within the GBOPE concern 
aaA in the Argentina in general, RUDLOFF states that the atti- 
tude within GROPE was usreeeptive, if not directly opposed to 
National-Socialism. All businessmen, especially those living 
abroad, must rejeot any sort of exaggerated nationalism or mili- 
tarism at hens for reasons of stlf-prsservation. As an example 
Of the attitude nantioned above, RUDLOFF stated that many of 
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the GEO'PR employes oatonjatiously resigned fron the German 
Volkebund in the Argentine ^Director of the GEOPE concern, who 
had served long years as President of the Bund, was removed 
from that office and replaced with a Party member by the Ger- 
man JSnbassy. In addition, the interest a of moat of the indi- 
viduals lav within the country in which they were living, ami 
their participation in occurancea in Germany were conditioned 
by this fact. Then, too, many of the intermediate positions 
with GEOPE were filled by native Argentinians. There ns, te 
b e cure, a group of Germans in the Argentine whose notte wan 
take advantage of the political situation in Germany end there- 
by advance your own position, but this group was not represen- 
ted within GEOPE. The German Olub ( Der Deutsche Hub) in 
Buenos Aires, in spite of continued pressure on the part of 
the AUSLANDS-OR G AN1 S ATI OH , remained completely non-political, 
as did the greater number of German organisations in the Ar- 
gentine at that time. RUDLOFF says that the eonmorn attitude 
wass one cam be nationalistic, and one can be socialistic, 
but to be both at onoe is impossible. 

During his 9 years in the Argentine, RUDL07F spent 6 
months on leave in Germany in 195$ end 7 mettle in 1958* X* 
1938 he partook in two short military courses with Plan Bn j. 

II. ABWEHR3TELLB HAMBURG 1 

In 1939, RUDLOFF left the GEOPB concern for financial 
reasons, in that the salary no longer corresponded to the wor k 
he was doing, and he returned to Germany with the intention 
of entering the Army. At first, he warn rejected because of 
his agt (39)» but later, in June or July 1939i he was accepted 
as 1st Lt and sent to Pionier Bn 3* With this unit ht saw me 
duty whatsoever, rather he was immediately trensf erred as ad- 
jutant (Bilro-Offisler) to the 0-2 (X-o) of GISISSAIKOHHABDO Z 
in Hamburg, i.e. to AST Hamburg. At that time, the 0-2 et 
Hamburg was a Capt CROME, who in 19*2 was reported killed be- 
fore Stalingrad. 

r* { , 

RUDLOFF* s duties as Adjutant consisted in keeping tke 
card-files On so-called "cultural" buildiags, targets of pos- 
sible military importance located in Ragland and Danmark. At 
this time, England aad Denmark were not at war with Qemaay, 
but .they represented the particular sphere of interest of the 
AST Hamburg. Host of the material collected was derived from 
the press, in that the article or picture referring te the 
military objective was clipped fxon the paper aad filed. 

At that tine Germany was building up her strategic ABMflBI 
la England, aad RUDLOFF, as an engineer officer, was often 
conferred with regarding the possibility of demolition if 
thin and that objective, mostly tunnels, underpasses and 
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bridges. These discussions ware conducted on the basin of 
■Mil geographic descriptions of the country in question, eoa 

plete with maps, which were issued by the OB i5&0MM$DQ~J>J& 

WEHRttSACHT (OKW). Among the officers on duty at AST- Hamburg 
at this time wore* Korvettenkapittui SCHHELBSiVIKI), active with 
QRUFPE 1 (positive intelligence) in Denmark} Lt Col GliSEB, 
GRUFPS III (counter intelligence), and Maj VON FSLDWiW, alec 
ORUPPE III (for further details, see lT3tSONALITI.E3 AXftiSO* 

III, raoiaiil RH6T 800 B.b.V. (BRANDRffiUBG ) 

After the completion of the campaign in Poland, ia Hoy 
1939 » RUDLOFP was transferred in the grade of captain (se- 
niority ss of 1 Nov 1939) to the newly formed P1CTII ER T’KG 
00 800 B.b.V. The mission of this company was, within the 
sector of the IVth Army, to prevent the demolitions planned 
by the eneny in the event of n German advance. The mission 
vm to be carried out by small detachments of the company vtd 
were "lanoed" through the lines, and which then overpowered 
the guards at their various objectives and then defended the 
targets until the arrival of the line troops. RUDLOFP was 
leader of the 3rd Platoon, later, when the mother unit was 
increased to battalion sise, Commanding Officer of the jSrd 
Gonpaay* Various documents concerning the prd Cc (later 
3rd Ba) Of Pionler Tag Bn 800 B.b.V. , including the Company 
Journal, personal diaries end various photographs, ore stored 
with aone Of EUBLOFP's affects with the storage firsi PiNIcov/ 
in Frankfurt/Oder. 



In May 19*0 the 3*d Company was committed intact ia the 
soeter lupen-Mala%dy, but it was withdrawn from action again 
as asrly as 12 May 40, the campaign being e.t that time only 
two days old. The mission of the company had boon the pro- 
_ veatlca of the dsaolltion of various bridges, end this sis- 
Sion had bssa carried out according to plan. For this action 
HUD LOW received the "Spang©" for the EK I and II, tbs only 
deceratioa he received during the entire war. 



RUDLOFP states that he learned, during the course of 
•anfereaoes held ia preparation for the campaign in the west 
•f 10 May 40, that assistance was expected in tho capture of 
fort KB Bn E8IABL from agents of German descent. These agents 
were, aooordimg to him, quite probably operatives of AST 
Waster or BBST Cologne, but such persons had no connection 
whatsoever with RUDLOFP* s purely combat unit. 

Xa mid-June 1940 a part of the $rd Co, an overstreagth 

J latOM Of shout 40-60 men, was attached to the VII th Army 
Or tho Offensive through the Maginot Line. Due to the speed 
ef tho Ooxnam advance, however, the various proposed assign- 
nsntn Of this dotsehnsat wers never raalized, slace the line 
troops in oil oases reached the special objectives before the 
i>ti. et o U Mrts woto able to do so. Then came the armistice with 
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the French, and in July 1940 the company returned to Its but 
in Aachen. In July 1940 RUDLOFF was granted a leave, and he 
took this opportunity to marry Elisabeth K0RD3Sof Berlin, when 
h? has since divorced. 

The end of July 1940 RUDLOFF returned to hie unit, which 
had meanwhile been expanded to battalion T/0 (Fionier Tag Bn 
800 z.b.V. had been expanded ae of 1 June 1940 to a r eminent), 
and after 4 short weeks of special training the battalion 
( strength ea 500) was detached to the troops buildiag up for 
the invasion of England. After moving to the vicinity Of Gam 
near St Honorfe, RUDLOFF' a 3rd Bn continued its training flM| 
strictly infantry lines. The plan was to eonalt the battalion 
with the first invasion wave in a dead pocket between 2 German 
divisions and the harbor of Weymouth, but the unit never even 
received the small water and landing craft which would have 
been necessary for such a project. 

After the plans for the invasion of England had been 
given up in August-Sept ember 1940, the 3rd Bn, Fionier Tag 
Regt 600 a.b«V. was recalled in October to its base in Aaoh— 
and went into training again at Duren, while the VI th Amy, 
to which It had been attached for the proposed invasion of Bag- 
land, remained along the Channel coast. RUDLOFF pointed out 
in this connection that, at that time, it had been common talk 
among the staff officers of the Vlth Army that the invasion 
had been called off in order not to antagonise the British 
too much. At that time everyone believed that the British 
would be ready to contract a compromise peace with the Ger- 
mans when they saw that the situation was really serious. 

The beginnings of the co-called Regiment ''Brandenburg** 
were the formation of a Fionier Company In November 1959, the 
expansion of this company to battalion sise around January 
1940, and the official expansion of the battalion to regi- 
mental strength (at least on paper) on 1 June 1940* The mast 
BRANDENBURG for this unit became official around the very end 
of 1940 or the beginning of 1941. Some time later, after 
RUDLOFF had lost all eont&ct with the unit due to the at In— lily 
heavy personnel losses It suffered, either through transf- 
er in action, the REGIMENT BRANDENBURG was expanded tO division 
sise and used very extensively on the Eastern Front. Thin ex- 
pansion took place, to RUDLOFF* s knowledge, aonstlmo in 1945 
or 1944. Toward the end of hostilities it beean s **a— man > 

knowledge" among intelligence personnel that the BIUIBMVVkt 
DIVISION had become to a great extent a penal or "parole-wait*, 
but further details were mot known. 

At the time of its expansion to regimental strength, the 
battalions of the BRANDENBURG —it were net up as foil— it 
1st Bn in Brandanburg/Haval, 2nd Bn in Badaa/Vleaaa, and £*& : 
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Bb im Aachem. The let Bn kept most of its original people in 
tact at this tim®, while the others were forced to start &!•., 
most from scratch and build up little by little, under great 
difficulties* The 3rd. B& received as v. .nucleus 'most of the 
persons who had been with the original. 3rd Co under the IVth 
Army until iii May 1940. Tho Hud Bn, right up to the time of 
RUDLOFP’s transfer from the Rsgimeni, was still in the stort- 
ing stages, and he is unable to give eny details about this 
Bn whatsoever. The battalions were so-called "independent 
battalions", which meant that the battalion commanders had 
the disciplinary authority of the ordinary regimental C»G« 

When originally developed, under the command of Major 
KKHfrISCH, the purpose had been to gather together e. pool of 
linguist volunteers - preferably from tho circles of "Aua- 
lnndsdeutschen" - to be held in reserve for special assign- 
neats of the ABW5HR and at the same time for a combat unit to 
be used on speoi&l assignments similar to, but not go exten- 
sive in scope as those of the English Commando Troops, burin r 
RUDLOFF'a affiliation with the unit, he led only a combat unit 
the 3rd Co, Bn and, originally, Platoon* 

In the 1st Co/5a, with the possible- addition of Hq Co, 
the attempt was made to collect linguists who were then put 
through a Special training course. The extent of this train- 
ing In not known to RUDUOFF — the whole unit was always very 
"hush-hush” — , but he does know that courses ware given in 
radio, coding and decoding, languages, how to act in enemy, 
territory, end similar subjects. EUDLCFF noticed at the time 
that there were very many South Africans in this particular 
unit, predominantly students and businessmen* During the phas 
Of preparation for the invasion of England, the 1st Bn. (under 
Capt FDM HXPPBL, later transferred from the Regiment in the 
Winter of 19*0/41) was attached to Ho, XIVth Army (?) end was 
supposed to be committed in England as airborne or pern chute 
troops. When the invasion plane were given up, the let Bn re- 
turned to its base in Brandenburg/Havei. 

That part of BATTALIGN/RBGItfEIFi 3RANDISBURG which was 

stationed in the city of Brandenburg itself was responsible 
for the special assignments . In Brandenburg were the Be/ 

Regtl Hq, He [Co — which may possibly have bees a "paper company 
for tho espionage service outside Germany m & the 1st Co/Bn. 

(soe above). Personalities with Hq Co were Capt WEDidR end 
1st It FATTER (for details, see PERSONAL! Si JSJ ANNEX). 

At tho time of RUDLOFF’s affiliation with the unit, the 
3rd Co/Bn was the so-called combat unit. The commit meet of 
this unit to action usually followed upon request by the line 
oonmanders, very often after appropriate "offers of services" 
bad boon made from Brandenburg. The assignments were always

It should be pointed out, finally, that those members of 
Pi ouier Tng Bn/Regt 800 z.V.V. who were sent on special lately 
ligence missions, often abroad and in the occupied countries.'

outward appearances, and reverted to civilian status. RUDLOFF 
assumes that tho Regiment itself took care of the discharge 
formalities, a fact which has been confirmed by other cases 
handled by the undersigned Agent. 

On 1 Nov 19-10, after an Illness, RUDLOFF was relieved of 
his cotmarcnd of tha 3rd Bn, Pionier Tng Regt 800 z.b.V. "Branden- 
burg”, and he was transferred to the OK!?.

The KG hud no- 
thing to do with those businessmen who were so often given mis- 
sions whan traveling abroad; rather these amateur exeats were 
often troublesome and nuisances. 

The broad mission of the KO was active intelligence, rot 
burdened with too much detail. This could bo accomplished through 
Intercourse with natives of the country or through thorough evalu- 
ation of the local and foreign press. Of interact were all 
questions connected with the war, such es proposed operations 
of the enemy, the enemy war potential, general situation and 
attitude of the people in enemy countries, public reactions to 
one's own victories or defeats, and the like. RUDLOFI-” « own 
specific missions wore particularly concerned with -the calcu- 
lation of the capacity of the Spanish, and Fortugueso roed-neta 
for military transportation, in the event they wore needed by 
the Qornono in case of an Allied landing.

The former were in- 
terested specifically in ship movements and compiled statistic* 
on loadings and unloadings } the latter followed their spe- 
cialty principally through the medium of evaluation of the 
foreign press. Since all thin was carried out under the most 
strict curtains of secrecy, even among the various KO members* 
MtPLGFF is not able to give detailed information concerning 
the other branches tf his own KO in Spain and Portugal. This 
veil of secrecy was maintained first of' all to prevent bur* 
donJug others with Jcaoaiadge which did not bolong to their 
particular sphere of work, and probably also served ae n cheek 
on the various departments, cae* against the other. With RUD-

not touched upon during his time in. the KO. 

At tliio time they were working on the plans for taking 
Gibraltar by a surprise attack. First cane the question Of 
how to get the necessary troops (5 divisions) through Spain 
without attracting too much attention. At that tine the Vi- 
chy government was still neutral, which meant that they could 
not simply move the troops across eastern France, over the 
Pyrennees, and into Spain. For this reason the proposal had 
been made to move the mea into Spain by sea and hold them them 
in omps, camouflaged as "PI.'LDFCi.IZEI", until the tine was 
ripe. At the same time, the men were to receive further train- 
ing in these camps. P.UDLOFF was also aware of the plan, toyed 
with at this time, to commit parts of or the entire Jcrd Bn of 
Pioiiior Regt 600 c.b. V. in this Gibraltar campaign. There wan 
some talk even of committing the unit either in civilian 
clothes or is Spanish uniforms, but the entire plan van latar 
abandoned because it was impossible to keep it secret. One 
of the biggest security factors had been the concentration of ; 
Spanish speaking German troops in southern Franco. 

One of the most difficult problems in the entire Gibral- 
tar project was that of previsions, since the Spanish at that 
time wore in a bad situation themselves in this respect. T hey 
wanted to keep Spain as neutral as possible, and did not want 
to draw her openly into such an affair: consequently Spanish 
participation in the operation was to be strictly limited tp 
volunteers, since a declaration of war was calculated t# bring 
forth a blockade on the part of the enemy. HQBLOPP heard thht 
the Spanish had been promised Gibraltar by the Germans, and hi 
assumes that the Spanish government steretly supported the Ger- 
man preltet. 
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The second important problem wee the "Africa question”. 
Che Germans, 1m the event of am Qaglieh landing in Africa, 
wanted to march directly through Spain la order to arrive 
oa the eoeme by a land route, without exposing themselves to 
danger from the British fleet. Therefore the KO la Spain 
had the mfcsaloa of studying the Spanish road-aet in order 
te determine whether It would withstand a burden of about 
three dlvislona. 

At the same time, they were naturally interested in the 
strength of the Spanish Army. Is order to derive information 
dm this subject, RUDLOFF had as an Informant a Spaaioh-Seman, 
allegedly born la Barc-l^na, 1st Lt In the Spanish Army, by 
Kurt ElMMfeJUlANN.

In cast of a war between Spain 
ami the Western. Powers, Germany would have been foroed to 
supply Spain with sab and material, according to the situ- 
ation at that time.

At the sane tine, they disseniaated pro-German propaganda la 
Portugal. This was accomplished by the display of photographs 
from the aew campaign im Russia, the distribution of infos**- 
tioaal brochures about the National-Socialist moreaemt, distri- 
bution of reports on military campaigns whioh had bean furnished 
the embassy by the OKW, distribution of the German periodical 
"SIGNAL" among the public. All political propaganda material 
was furnished the embassy by the F.sichs Ministry of Propaganda. 

The incoming Clippers were also kept under surveillance, 
an assiganent usually carried out by informants from the LB- 
GION. The support of Informants from the LBGXON was, however, 
unofficial, ns was also the secret assistance received from 
M informants in the Portuguese polios. The KO received from time 
to time information fren the Portuguese Intelligence Servlet, 
but this was also unofficial and KUDLOFF is net aware of the 
extent of such assistance. 

At the nans time, the KO in Portugal carried out economic 
espionage, and in this rsspsot much valuable information was 
obtained from Spaniards and Portuguese who had bean in lliglaid 
and America. Xt eanot be said that these people were agents 
or Informants of the KO, sines they were sought out by SO in- 
formants upon thtlr return from England or the States and wore 
pumped on questions of interest dazing the course of a same- . 
Ingly harmless conversation. BUDLOFF recalls, for example, 
that this particular tins saw the appearance of the rubber 
problem in the United States, and they were especially eager 
to got information on this subject. 

BUDLOFF claims that he was probably relieved of his pest 
with the KO because he had his own opinions, which often wars 
not those of hie superiors, and he very often submitted ve- 
Mfc ports concerning the internal Spanish situation whioh did not 
conform with the policy pursued by the Germans* Unfortunately 
for Germany, he states, it lay in the nature of the situation ' 
that ha was quite often right. He claims that he was happy to 
leave rhs position, however, beoauss he found the entire apti- 
tude of the Germans egeeamtrlc and vary often not nth Oil 
adapted to the seriousness of Germany's position. 

Upon the Oceanian of a difference with him chief, QMI, 
BUDLOFF was recalled to Berlin in April 19*2, and ho was poo* 
monad to Adniral OANARXfl to make a report. GANAKXS, by the 
way, was a oloss personal friend of GRWBR.

Xt was during this tine that RUDLOFF first came into con- 
test with the circles of 20 July 1944.

Tho end of October 1942 RUDLOFF was transferred to Afri- 
ca , where he was first sent to Tri polls as ABFSHR-Officsr. 

There his duties were purely counter-intelligence work and 
the safe-guarding of military secrets. He was attached di- 
rectly to Vth Army Hq, later the so-sailed Army Group "Africa", 
and It was at this time that he first encountered. In feds of- 
ficial capacity as officer of tha ABWJ99B. tho S1CHERHEIT&# 
D1WNST. The SD was engaged In the same type Of work as RUD- 
LOFF (Cl), with the difference that the BO also had exeeutlTO 
Jurisdiction. And. aside from purely military matters, the 
SD also dealt with civil and political questions* The head 
of tho SD in Africa was an tK)beraturmbannftthrer RAUF, with 
whom RUDLOFF soon had differences, since the collaboration be* 
tween SD and ABtfBHR was generally very poor. For example , 
only after repeated insist anoe did the ABJJEHR ever rssaiva 
any interrogation reports from tho SD, and those were mostly 
very incomplete. For this reason, RUDLOFF claims, he oftCm 
had difficulties with RAUF, and he heard later that RAUF had 
sent a very unfavorable report about him to the GESTAPO in . 
Berlin. 



RUDLOFF related a particular instance from his experiences 
in Africa (Tunis sad FerrevlUe) which might be Of interest* 

The line troops one day shot, wounded and captured a mam whs 
had attempted to areas, in civilian clothes, from the Germs* 
occupied territory into the Anglo-American area. St sailed 
himself "DICK JONES", was an Englishman, a master of the In- 
telligence service, and had been active ae an agent in the 
area of Africa occupied by the germane. All this happened 
some time in February 194? * Since there was no other wpprs- 
prlate agency in the vicinity, JONES was brought to RUDLOFF 
for disposition, and he remained for about 8 days while reco- 
vering from his slight wound. During this time RUDLOFF claims 
to have become friends with JONES, and hs learned among e ther 
things that JONES had his wife and child in Alexandria. £ dS 
was about 5*8" tall, blond, wavy hair, blue eyes, po werfu l 
figure, erect posture, in his late thirties. After JOVEI had 
recovered, he* was transferred to the prison in Tunis and 
turned over to the 8D, which had demanded his custody. He 
was supposed to be interrogated by the SD but made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to escape, and the SD chief RAUF requested 
death by fixing squad after he had completed his Interrogation* 
Upon learning this, RUDLOFF objected on the grounds that JONBB 
still had very much Information to give and for that reaacm 
was still wanted by the ABWBHR. Some time later J0RB8 was 
taken to Berlin, and at n big conference in the High Military 
Court tho SD representative pled again fer shooting. RUBLDIr 
and the senior Judge, however, were determined net to allow 
the Shotting, supported their objection with the claim that 
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JONHS had given a wealth of information and should he cusei~ 
rewarded for this with Ms life, a claim which RUDLOPP ‘rays 
was unfounded, for- JONEG. had to lei them virtually nothing. ‘

When RUDLOFF was transferred to the Li&TSTELbii in October 
1944 there general atmosphere there was very bad, for the on- 
rushing trend of events left no doubt as to the ultimate out- 
come of th* war. She feeling was that the end v/aa near, end 
no hope was held for the promised appearance of the "new wea- 
pon". She FAKs also reported tlrtuellyno thing but failures. 
The agents were mostly unreliable and usually never returned 
from their misslona. If they did return, they brought re- 
sults Which were not even worth mentioning. In January 1945 
RUDLOFF proposed that line-crossars he dispensed with entirely, 
since the danger of the agents betraying the Goman organiza- 
tions was far greater than any results which might bo expected 
from them* A typical example of an agent's report follows: 

"The people say there are a bunch of tanks at such and such a 
plase." When asked how many a bunch is, the answer was no 
les vague i and expressions such as "I believe" and "I assume" 
were their stock in trade. 

Line-cross era were no longer equipped with radio trans- 
mitters. After a fsw days, the agent was supposed to return 
through ths linos and make a verbal report, a procedure which 
was feasible only under conditions of static warfare. The 
agents who bad been left behind in France (4 or 5 in Paris, 
sen in Lyon) were never heard from, in spite of their radio 
transmitters, which were only 2 or 3 in number for the simple 
reason that no more were available. Radio contact was estab- 
lished a few times with Lyon, but the reports received were 
so absurd that it was immediately assumed that the enemy was 
Using the transmitter and the contact was broken off. 



S her haul missed their opportunity to build up a workable 
transmitter-net in the occupied territories, end this fact 
made itself felt sharply later. Then, too, the maims at the 
disposal of the ABWE8R were by no meane sufficient. It was a 
physical impossibility to do what should have boon dona before, 
i*e» met up a transmitter-net from inside Germany, but they 
nevertheless intended to try this with agents proffered by the 
FARTIB P0HJLAIREFRA5CAI3B (FPP). These people had already 
been trained by the Party, and were assigned to the LEITSTK&LB 
free a castle in Wiesbaden-Biebxioh (which had formerly be- 
longed to a Russian princess) where they were quartered under 
the supervision of a SonderfUhrer from the LHT3TSLL3 I WS3T. 
The missions to bo undertaken by these agents depended en- 
tirely upon the wishes of the agent-team in question, but It 
Acrid h noted that, with 2 exceptions, these missions never 
dhwrt ww bsyonj ths stage of preliminary discussions. It Ool 
IKM himself planned one mission in November 1944. One man 
was to be dropped north of Paris, two others at Rouen. Ths 
Flame merer returned to its bass, sad nothing was oyer hoard 
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from ths agents, bo it wot assumed that the plana had bean 
shot down on the way. Another single agent was drooped near 
Paris, and he returned of tar 4 weeks* He reported that lie 
had returned byway of Gwitaerland, and .exaggerated the troop 
contincents around "aria beyond all proportion. It pas not 
c onoidered advisable to try the men again. Both of these mis- 
sions had started from the ABWKHR school in Bad Sasj others 
were out of the question because there were neither radios nor 
transportation (planes) available. 

At the eaae tlr.o, the ?AK s were having nothing but dif- 
ficulties. It was no longer possible to start a successful 
long range mission, and the LiilialiSLIid ill X W33X as euoh 
was finally dissolved in February 19^5* Under the h3I13TEIihB* 
AUnliCFF had. bean officer in charge of agent-affairs, which in** 
eluded the supervision of the two ogoat-sehoolo in Bad Ma «n& 
p;cd an dor Weil (further details in the report on LSITSTiJLLB 
III f hlBT). Ihe schools tad their si-all contingents of 
vvo ulcr-ue French agents wore finally disaolvod the end of 
;,5&rch the French were told to shift for' thorns elves as 

best they could, end aono of them reoeived any missions 
whatsoever. It is not even believed that they started Out 
wsrith any folco papers, unless such wore providod by the French 
thoaoclvca*

Tn I'arch 19*5 the LHIT3TELLF 1X1 f'west, along with the 
remainder of the ABT.EHR, received tho assignment ox organis- 
ing the tiSHRWCLF movement. They were to organise fi-man de- 
ttochmunts which would allow themselves to be ovorrunaa ad then 
establish radio contact with a central station. The AB'.sEHu, 
according to EUDLOFF , was extremely vua’oceptive toward this 
fiiisaionf itODuCFF conferred with Lt Col RUiL* when tho in- 
structions were first received and both agreed that such a 
move wee senseless. RKtLB refused to accept the assignment 
and hie refusal was allegedly supported by the OB PJeat him- 
self* During the lent lew days of the disorganized flight Of 
*ubLOiF*e part of tho unit, so-called. WiaCRWOhFTHBH’S (detaoh- 
jjwr.ta) were organized as camouflage; actually the plan was ts 
turn the people loose in this font and thus facilitate their 
dissolution from the military. The detachments were composed 
of German personnel only! one of 2 men, which started in tht 
direction of Austria, another of 5 men (with radio), which 
was supposed to head toward Wttrsbtw* but never got started, 
end the third under the command of 1st Lt Herbert STURAHY 
(a Luftwaffe officer who attached himself to the unit during 
its flight), consisting of the roraiRing persons > about 6 
strong, which wrftB to return to the OB West*
